Mr. Redmond on Vetoes 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Post-Dispatch has consistently 
condemned the Board of Aldermén 
for over-riding vetoes by the Mayor. 
That is unfair. It is a result of a 
subjective rather than an objective 

presentation of facts and the news. 

The Eighteenth Ward is almost in 
the center of the city. Car drivers 
going to and from downtown through 
it, as well as those going to and 

from North and South St. Louis, are 
concerned only with their speed in 
reaching their destination. 


The electric signal installed at 
‘ Vandeventer and Finney in 1954 did 
not permit a left hand turn. Conse- 
quently the bus could no longer go 
west on Finney. The residents along 
there were tremendously inconveni- 
enced and the business places suf- 
fered financially. 


I introduced a bill to permit the 
left hand turn at Finney and Vande- 
venter and explained the matter ful- 
ly to the Mayor’s representative in 
the Board. He assured me that the 
Mayor considered each bill on its 
merits. 


But Traffic Commissioner Gonter 
opposes left hand turns and the May- 
or vetoed the bill. I read to the 
Board some of the many letters I 
had received from my constituents 
requesting the left hand turn and the 
veto was overridden. 

The Mayor vetoed a bill permitting 
the use of certain devices of the 
self-closing type of hose nozzle in the 
dispensing of liquid into the fuel 
tanks of vehicles. He disapproved the 
bill because the device “has not been 
‘approved by the Underwriters’ Lab- 
oratory.” 


During the debate this month on 
the motion to override the veto, it 
was shown that the Underwriters’ 
Laboratory had approved the nozzle 
and that it Was being used on some 
city pumps. Obviously the Mayor 
had been misled by his advisor. 
As long as the Mayor has à veto

A number of the critics of the transit plan ob- 
ject that it would lead to public ownership, 
while others object that the plan does not go 


far enough. 


One freeholder who did not sign the transit 
plan protests that the proposed Transit District 
could not salve the traffic problem. Another 
freeholder who did not sign fears, to the con- 
trary, that the district would absorb local pow- 


ers over traffic. 


A few critics argue that it would be unfair for 
the city to pay half the cost of à transit survey 
by the District, because the city has less area 
than the county. Others contend it would be un- 
fair for the city to have only half the representa- 
tion in the District, because the city has a larger 


interest in transit. 


Some say the District should not make a sur- 
vey because a survey should have been made 
earlier or could be made later. Some say a local 
District could not improve on state regulation 
of transit but nobody suggests how state regula- 


tion could be improved. And 80 on. 


Nobody offers a constructive alternative.

Obviously all these contradictory objections 
could not put a trolley on.a track. What, the vot- 


ers will want to know, are the facts? 


Fundamentally, the transit plan would estab- 
lish a Metropolitan District, under a bipaStisan 
board representing city and county, with three 
purposes; to regulate local transit affairs; 
make a study of the entire transit problem; and 


to offer a solution. 


What about public ownership? If the District 
proposed public ownership of bus lines or other 
transportation services, the people would then 
have to vote on the project. There is no safer 


approach to the question. 


What about traffic? The District could seek 
co-operation of local communities to control traf- « 
fic on transit routes, and nothing more. 

What about regulation? The District would 
provide home rule over mass transportation, in- 
stead of leaving it to Jefferson City—and this 
area has been fighting for more home rule over 


public services for many years. 


What about the survey? The District would 
look into problems of busses and streetcars, 
rapid transit and other possibilities for improv- 
ing public transportation, but the main distinc- 
tion between its survey and other surveys i. 
that the District would be empowered to act on 
the results. It could make proposals and call for 
an election. Previous transit surveys have mere- 


ly gathered dust. 


What about taxes? The District would have 
no power to tax. The city and county would 
each pay half the expenses for a survey and 
some costs of regulating transit companies Would

Then there is another argument raised against 
the transit plan which is the most ill-conceived 
of all. This is the argument that a metropolitan 
approach is dangerous to the city’s interests and,

The Chicago Transit Authority, a metropoli- 
tan agency, is a working refutation of this clap- 
trap. A city has an economic interest in getting 
suburban residents downtown, and a traffic in- 
terest in getting them downtown in busses in- 
The whole area has to be 
represented if there is to be a unified approach 
to transit with any momentum behind it.

When President Eisenhower took of- 
fice two years ago the basis for his dis- 
cussion of the fiscal affairs of the Gov- 
ernment was a determination to bring 
about a balanced budget. 

In the budget message he has just 
presented to Congress the President 
expressed hopes that the budget might 
be balanced at some future date as the 
Government’s revenues increase:

Beyond that risk, here is a plain 
omen that so far as the President is 
concerned the expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment will stay very nearly at their 
present levels. In a budget which in- 
cludes five billion dollars for foreign 
aid, over two billion in net agricultural 
aid, five billion for veterans, and some- 
thing like three billion for other wel- 
fare projects of one sort or another, we 
are told that there is no further room 
for cutting.

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Peace-Time Tax Program for Cold War? 


N THE NEW BUDGET, together with the message and the 
briefings that accompany it, we have the clearest picture which 
has yet been drawn of the working theories of the Eisenhower 


Administration. 


The controlling assumption is 
that we are at peace and that we 
may now make our plans on the 
expectation that peace will con- 
continue. The |

sary. 

But the underlying assumption 
is, nonetheless, that the prin- 
ciples of a peacetime economy 
may now be applied. 

In no important sense do these 
principles need to be modified 
because of the cold war. The 
authors of the budget message 
do not in fact believe that there 
is any great practical difference 
between being at peace and 
being in a cold war. 


Limit on Spending. 


What, then, are the principles, 
as conceived by the Administra- 
‘tion and the keepers of its fis- 
cal conscience, of a peacetime 
budget? In wartime the budget 
principle is to spend what must 
be spent in order to win the war. 

In peacetime the principle is 
different. The over-riding prin- 
ciple in peacetime is that there 
is a limit to the proportion of 
the national income which we 
can afford to allocate to Govern- 
ment spending and still maintain 
a sound, free, and growing econ- 
omy. } 

So on the assumption that 
there is peace, on the assumption 
that the cold war does not great- 
ly affect this peace, the control- 
ing principle is to observe a safe 
and sound limit on the burden 
of taxation. 

Some of the erities of the bud- 
get, the Wall Street Journal for 
example, have complained that 
the Administration does not have 
as its paramount objective a 
balanced budget. That is true. 
The heart of the Administration 
doctrine is not that the budget, 
as such, should be balanced. 

It is that the budget should be 
balanced but—and the but is 
the point of the matter—at a 
lower level of taxation than we 
now have. Thus in fiseal 1955 
the ‘Administration chose to 
make a big reduction of taxation | 
though that meant a big budget 
deficit. ‘ 

While, of course, the Admini- 
stration wishes to balance the 
budget, while it means to avoid 
big deficits, the reduction of 
taxes is paramount in its think- 
ing. 


F reedom Needs Money. 


Federal taxes now take about 
25 per cent of the national in- 
come and when we add state 
and local taxes, the total burden 
is nearly 33 per cent of the na- 
tional income. I have a strong 
impression that Secretary Hum- 
phrey and the authors of the 
budget believe in the famous 
rule proposed by the Australian 
economist Colin Clark in an 
article in The Economic Journal 
for December, 1945 — namely, 
that the safe limit of taxation is 
25 per cent of the national in- 
come. 

On the assumption that we are 
in. a time of peace, it follows 
that the objective should be to 
reduce the budget so that it can 
be balanced at a lower level of 
taxes. The paramount and ulti- 
mate objective is the lowering 
of taxes because, as Secretary 
Humphrey said in his last press 
conference, “to make a free so- 
ciety work you have got to have

Vital Interests Involved. 


In view of the great impor- 
tance (in peacetime) of tax re- 
duction, the question is how the 
reduction is to be brought 
about. The budget stakes its 
hopes for the reduction on an 
expansion of the economy which 
would yield the same or higher 
revénue at lower rates. 

Assuming that this optimism 
is warranted, the fact remains 
that at present all the functions 
of Government have to be tai- 
lored to these fixed conditions: 
total expenditures cannot be in- 
creased because the budget 
must be balanced at a level of 
taxes, certainly no an 
in the near future, lower than 
we now have. 

Thus there is a ceiling, de- 
termined by the tax philosophy, 
under which the Administration 
must do its planning for de- 
fense, for non-military action in 
the cold war, to meet the crisis 
in education, to protect the na- 
tion’s health, - provide. decent 
housing, to insure minimum 
standards of income, and to de- 
velop the highways and our nat- 
ural resources. 

The great issues that will be 
debated this winter arise from 
the fact that a strong case can 
be made that in many of these 
fields the ceiling is now so low 
that we ar prevented from pro- 
tecting the vital interests of the 
country. 


Military or Financial? 


Defense, the cold war, the 
educational crisis at home, in- 
volve the vital interests of the 
United States. In putting for- 


Administration has relied 
heavily on the President’s ver- 
sonal authority as a distin- 
guished soldier; it has not of- 
fered a fully reasoned, or even 
an uncontradictory, case for its 
plan. 

The budget message, with its 
over-riding emphasis on balanc- 
ing the budget at a lower level 
of taxes, does much to raise the 
question of whether the deter- 
mining principle of the military 
policy has been military secur- 
ity-or fiscal theory. ; 

Nor would it be a serious ex- 
aggeration to say that in this 
budget the exigencies of the 
cold war receive hardly more 
than token recognition. In the 
great competitive struggle as to 
whether the underdeveloped na- 
tions shall follow the one path 
or the other, the budget leaves 
Mr. Dulles and Mr. Stassen 
mighty little, except mimeo- 
graphed statements, to compete 
with. 

So, if the debate is carried to 
the ultimate issue of principle, 
the question will be whether 
the reduction of taxes should 
have the paramountcy which the 
budget message gives to it. 

For, we must ask ouselves, 
is it true that a cold war is 
peace, and that, despite the cold 
war, we can now proceed to act 
on peacetime principles.

Pulitzer Prize Winner Stric- 
ken as He Was About to 
Deliver Lecture. 


PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 21 
(AP)—Robert P. Tristram Coffin, 
Pulitzer prize winning poet 
whose works depicted his native 
Maine’s folklore, died unexpect- 
edly last night. He was stricken 
as he was about to address a 
Portland College club audience 
and died later in a Portland hos- 
pital. He was 62 years old. 

Coffin won a Pulitzer prize in 
1935 for “Strange Holiness,” a 
collection of poems on Maine. 
He was composer of many other 
works including “Yoke of Thun- 
der,” “Kennebec, the Cradle of 
Americans,”—first of a series of 
books about American rivers. 

He was an English professor 
at Bowdoin College and traveled 
extensively as a lecturer. 

Tall and portly, he had curly 
hair and sweeping mustaches 
that covered a goodly part of his 
ruddy cheeks. He once described 
himself as “looking like a pi- 
rate.” There were no pirates 
but a lot of seafarers in his fam- 
ily. He was a descendant of the 
Coffins of Nantucket, a famous 
early American whaling family. 

Born at Brunswick, Me., the 
site of Bowdoin College, he grew 
up on a saltwater farm tilled by 
his father on Great Island, in 
the nearby town of Harpswell. 

One of his early books, Lost 
Paradise,” was built on his mem- 
ories of island life. Later he 
entitled a collection of poems 
“Saltwater Farm.” A biography 
of his father, entitled “Portrait 
of an American,” won him hon- 
orary life membership in the Na- 
tional Arts Club. 

‘A graduate of Bowdoin, Cof- 
fin went to Oxford as Rhodes 
scholar from Maine. There he 
began writing poetry. 

World War I brought what he 
called an interlude of “heavy. 
artillery and logarithms.” Then 
he returned to Oxford, where 
his first book of verse, Christ- 
church,” was written. 

Back in the United States, he 
headed the English department 
at Wells College, Aurora, N. V., 
and entered a period of heavy 
literary productivity. 
turned to Bowdoin in 1934 as 
Pierce professor of English. 


Mr. Coffin, an annual visitor 
to St. Louis from 1935 to 1952, 
gave readings of his poetry and 
lectured on verse here before 
numerous clubs, at Washington 
University and at private 
schools, including Taylor School 
for Boys, John Burroughs 
School and St. Louis Country 
Day School. 

At Taylor school, he taught 
senior classes in English from 
three days to a week each year. 
Edgar C. Taylor, headmaster of 
the school, was his friend from 
their days at Bowdoin College 
in Main and at Trinity College, 
Oxford. Mr. Coffin also preach- 
ed sermons at the Espiscopal 
Church of Ascension in St. 
Louis and at St. Stephen's 
Episcopal Church, Ferguson.

- Oy HERE are a lot of good solid laughs in “PHFFFT,” 
12 Holliday’s latest starring film, at the FOX 
THEATER. George Axelrod, who wrote. “The Seven 
Year Itch,” has concocted some farcical scenes in a comedy 
all / about the divorce and rapprochement of 
2 a New York lawyer and his wife which 
give an expert company some juicy mor- 
sels to chew on. 

There is a hilarious scene of some 
maneuvering between Miss Holliday and 
Jack Lemmon, who promises to be the 
best male light comedy find since Cary 
Grant and William Powell, over a bed that slides out of a 
wall at the push of a button. There ig a bright sequence 
in a smart restaurant where the recent divorcee and her 
mother on one side and ex-husband Lemmon and his pal 
(Jack Carson) on the other exchange remarks which grow 
more and more audible as the flow of martinis increases. 
There are some funny interludes as Judy sets out to be a 
gay divorcee and Lemmon determinedly practices to be 
a wolf with a new curvy blonde, Kim Novak. Even though 
“much of this is far-fetched and stretches the long arm 
of coincidence to the limit, it is engaging and whacky. 

But then, after playing around with the situation, 
Scripter Axelrod stiddenly runs out of fresh ideas. His 
play becomes thin. As if he doesn’t know what to do with 
it, he winds it up hurriedly in the obvious manner, 

This gives you about the same feeling as if you were 
enjoying a good dinner and the table were wheeled away 
in the middle of it. And what made it palatable up until 
then, I suspect, was mostly the adroit work of Miss Holliday, 
Lemmon, Carson and even Miss Novak, who seems to be a 
natural comedienne of the dumb species. 

The co-feature is “THREE HOURS TO KILL,” a West- 
ern in which Dana Andrews escapes a lynching bee and 
tracks down, the real killer of Donna Reed's brother. It 
might better have been called “Seventy-seven Minutes to 
Kill—If You Have Nothing better to Do.” 


Sock Em and Shoot Em 

Whatever else you might say about “VERA CRUZ,” 
at LOEW’S STATE, you can’t say it doesn’t haye violent 
action. In this tale of two American freebooters, Gary 
Cooper and Burt Lancaster, trying to steal $3,000,000 of 
Emperor Maximilian's gold in the Mexico 
of 1866, we are treated to crunching 
punches to the jaw, kicks in the teeth, 
lightning gunplay, double-crogs, triple- 
cross and quadruple-cross, brutality, am- 
buscades, and finally the biggest battle 
Hollywood has staged in years which winds 
up with the Mexican — ene: the 
landscape by the hundreds. 

It, of course, has all the finesse of one of its kicks in 
the teeth. Its gaudy and flamboyant situations often are 
ridiculous. Burt Lancaster kills two rival gunmen by shoot- 
ing behind his back. Maximilian (George Macready) allows 
a gang of ruffian American mercenaries to invade a court 
ball at Chapultepec Palace and insult his guests right and 
left, and has Cooper and Lancaster demonstrate the new 

Winchester repeating rifle on the spot by shooting out 
torches all over the place. The idea, based on the good 

old premise that one American is worth a thousand for- 
eigners, is that, while all of Maximilian's troops could not 
protect the gold shipment to the coast from the Juarez 
rebels, a dozen thieving American toughs could. Further 
along this line, when the rebels attack a government fort, 
they are repulsed with heavy losses until Gary and Burt 
spring into action and win their battle for them. 

Lancaster plays his thug like a grinning ape, excélling 
even Cesar Romero, as a Marquis, in toothiness, Gary 
Cooper grunts out a few emotions and bats his eyes once 
in a while to denote changes in expression. Denisé Darcel, 
as a conniving Countess, is still playing Charmaine, the 
chesty French barmaid. Sarita Montiel, a new Mexican 
actress, makes like Lupe Velez, But then, this is an epic 
for athletics, not acting.

THE new tax law lets you ex- 
clude payments under a scholar- 
ship or fellowship in most cases. 

It also allows parsons to ex- 
clude the rental value of a par- 
sonage supplied to them, as did 
the old law, and in addition al- 
lows rental cash allowance to be 
excluded. The cash allowance 
may be excluded to the extent 
it is used to pay rent or pur- 
chase a home. 

The new law gave policemen 
the rigit to exclude from their 
taxable income any subsistence 
allowance 33 to them by 
law, up to $5 a day. 

In addition, the new law pre- 
serves previous provisions allow- 
ing life insurance death pay- 
ments, gifts and inheritances to 


“be excluded from your taxable 


income. It limits the exclusion 
for death payments from an em- 
ployer to $5000 for the death of 
any one employe.

declarer at a contract of three 
spades, Since this was a match- 
point contest, the less-than- 
game contract had full im- 
portance. 

West opened the four of 
hearts and declarer readily 
spotted this as a singleton. To 
conceal this knowledge from 
East, declarer dropped his own 
10 on the trick, which was won 
in dummy: Now, when the 
trump nine was led, East made 
a rather ostrich- like play—he 
ducked, and the nine held. East 
took the following lead of the 
trump queen and shifted to the 
queen of clubs, but declarer was 
the one who ducked this time, 
and now East shifted to dia- 
monds. 

South took the diamond trick - 
in his own hand and laid down 
the trump West showed 
out, and the entire situation was 
clear to declarer. East had held 
four. spades, six hearts, one 
club and two diamonds. So the 
diamond suit could not break, 
and South would have to look 
elsewhere for the fulfilling trick. 

South looked, and found, He 
cashed his other diamond hon- 
or, then threw East in with the 
high trump.
